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(57) Abstract: Certain exemplary embodiments comprise a composition 
prepared from a Class 1 member, a Class 2 member, and a Class 3 member, 
said Class 1 member contributing approximately 0. 1 percent to approxi- 
mately 10 percent by dry weight of said composition, said Class 2 mem- 
ber contributing approximately 1 percent to approximately 10 percent by 
dry weight of said composition, and said Class 3 member contributing an 
amount up to a balance by dry weight of said composition. 
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
